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Brotherhood Agency Votes 
Permanent Four-Day Week 


MEMPHIS (BP) — Trustees of the 
Southern Baptist Brotherhood Com- 
mission voted to open membership on 
their executive committee to trustees 
regardless of their place of residence, 
approved a record operating budget, 
and approved on a permanent basis 


a four-day work week for employees 
here. 


The 32-member commission also re- 
elected John Smarge, a utility con- 
struction contractor from Silver 
Spring, Md., as chairman; changed 
the title of Glendon McCullough, their 
chief administrative officer from 
executive secretary to executive di- 
rector; and approved appointment of 
a long - range planning committee 
to chart agency directions for 10 
years. 


Lengthy debate’ was sparked by the 
proposal to open membership on the 
commission’s 10-member Executive 
Committee to trustees regardless of 
their place of residence. In the past,

000 for debt retirement. 

The new budget also provides for 
the formation of three new depart- 
ments in the Baptist Men’s Division. 
They are: .Baptist young men, lay wit- 
nessing, and lay ministries. 

Trustees employed James Johnson, 
a computer specialist from Arlington, 
Tex., on a part-time basis to direct 
the new lay ministries department.

Overflowing rivers 
have broken dikes and cut off all 
highway traffic between Manila and 
Baguio City. 

The death toll in the floods and 
landslides has been reported at 427, 
with more expected as Sporn re- 
ports come in. 

Food shortages are hecanabiel crit- 
ical in isolated towns and barrios 
(rural communities), despite attempts 
to drop food from helicopters. 

President Ferdinand Marcos has or- 
dered seizure of foodstuffs in the 
flooded areas if owners refuse to sell 
at government-controlled prices. 

The Clark Field Baptist Church, lo- 
cated near Clark Air Force Base in 
Angeles City, is sending out a special- 
ly equipped Air Force truck as often 
as it is available to take food and 
medical to pastors and church mem- 
bers in that area. The truck has its 
engine encased against water so that 
it can go through water six feet deep. 

“The situation is getting desperate 
now,” said Missionary J. Allen Smith, 
pastor of the Clark Field Church. 
“It’s almost dangerous to take food 
into an area because of the danger of 
being mobbed.” 

At San Fernando, Pampanga, south 
of Clark Field, the houses of 90 per

Missionaries contacted by phone in 
each of the flooded areas said they 
have adequate food but fear that 
many members in the area churches 
are suffering because of the inability 
to get food and medicine to them.

SAN ANTONIO (RNS) — A South- 
ern Baptistminister, just returned 
with 46 members of his church from 
the Soviet-Union, charged that the 
group was ‘‘detained, questioned and 
harassed” by Russian officials when 
they arrived in’ Mostow. 


He said a 3%-hour ‘‘interrogation”’ 
was spurred by the fact that each 
member of the group carried a Rus- 
sian Bible which they were going to 
present to members of the Baptist 
Church in Moscow ‘‘as a gesture of 
Christian love and brotherhood.” 


Rev. Buckner Fanning, pastor of 
Trinity Baptist church, San Antonio, 
was shepherding a singing group 
from his church called the ‘Sound 
Foundation’”’ when the incident oc- 
curred. Ss 


The Baptist minister pointed —out 
that the Soviet government had re- 
peatedly announced that the exchange 
of Bibles was ~a “permissible 
practice’ and that ‘there is no re- 
pression of religion in Russia.’’ Con- 


sequently the group made no effort 
to conceal the Bibles. 


Mr. Fanning said one Soviet official 
told him: ‘‘The Bibles will be 
burned.”’ : 

In_ addition, Soviet officials confis- 
cated some of the personal English 
Bibles belongingto the group, other 
Christian books, tape recorders and 
60 of the new stereo albums cut by 
the singing group. Most of these items 
were not returned when the contin- 
gent left Russia. 

Mr. Fanning declared: ‘‘Every 
Christian in America should be loud- 
ly protesting the persecution of, Chris- 
tians- now taking place behind the 
Iron Curtain. To remain silent is to 
deny both our faith and our brothers 
who are suffering physical and psy- 
chological repression.” 

He said that while he was in Rus- 
sia only a short time he learned of 
many instances of ‘wholesale denial 
of basic human rights.” 

Despite intimidation, Mr. Fanning 
said, ‘‘The Sound Foundation’’ sang

The church building at Castillo, a 
barrio north of Clark Field,«was re- 
ported destroyed by floods. But Smith 
said he had been told that the people 
there were experiencing a revival in 
the midst of the flood.

Missionary Calvin Fox of Cabanatu- 
an City said that in Capas, air 
the Baptist church was the only build- 
ing strong enough to withstand the 
force of floodwaters caused by a shift 
in the channel of the Urdaneta River.

Astronaut James Irwin Plans 
Religious Broadcasting Effort 


HOUSTON (BP) — Former Apollo .- 


15 astronaut James B. Irwin an- 


‘nounced plans here to participate in 


radio and television programs through 
the Southern Baptist Radio-Television 
Commission in addition to his world- 
wide religious activities through his- 
new_ independent organization, High 
Flight, Inc. 

At a news conference here, Irwin, 
accompanied by Paul Stevens, execu- 
tive director of the SBC Radio - TV 
Commission, said he would begin ori- 
entation Sept. 1 at the commission's 
Fort Worth office in religious.,pxead- 
casting. 

Irwin was also flanked in the news 
conference, by William Rittenhouse,

Irwin said High Flight will event- 
ually incorporate other personalities 
who have a Christian message to 
share and will develop a conference 
center at its headquarters in Colorado 
Springs for deeper examination of how 
the Christian faith applies to daily 
life. 

He said he has given himself ‘a 
year to two’’ to determine whether he 
will continue fulltime ~ _with High 
Flight. 

The 42-year-old ‘“‘moon, missonary” 
said he will also become a part-time 
trainee of the Denver-based Johns 
Manville Corp., and will represent the 
manufacturer around the world as his 
High Flight committments permit. 


Asked by reporters about his role 
in the controversial sale of moon en- 
velopes, Irwin reiterated statements 
to Baptist Press carried in late July 
by the national wire services. 

Irwin told Baptist Press that he and 
astronauts David Scott and Al Word 
“were wrong’ to carry _igsouvenir 
stamped envelopes to the moon for 
sale later to establish a trust fund for 
their children. : 

“A spiritual encounter with God on 
the moon played a major part in my 
individual decision to refuse my 
share’’ of- the proceeds, he said. 

He noted that all three astronauts 
had decided late in the fall of 1971 
that it would bé wrong to profit from 


_the envelopes, and backed out of the 


arrangement. 

Stevens,.said jn,.an. interview, that 
the, envelope deal will, have .no- affect: 
on--Irwin’s relationship with. the SBC 
Radio and Television Commission. 

“T’ve interviewed him and gotten to 
know him well,”’ Stevens said. ‘“‘The 


man is human, subject to human mis- | 
-~takes and knows the experience of 


God’s forgiveness. 

“T feel that Jim Irwin’s kind of min- 
istry can be shared redemptively with 
the sinful world around us,’’ Stevens 
said. 

Earlier, Irwin told Baptist Press, 
he doesn’t feel his mistake will hinder 
his ministry through High Flight. ‘‘I 
hope it will open up opportunities for 
me to relate meaningfully to others 
who have algo made human mistakes 
and need God’s love and forgiveness,”’ 
he said. 

Irwin said the High Flight logo will 


be a globe with vertical and horizon- , 


tal orbits joined by the cross of Jesus. 
The vertical orbit represents, he said, 
the mutual search between God and 
man. and the horizontal orbit repre- 
sents—man’s—outreach to other men. 

The name High Flight, he said, was 
inspired by a poem of the same name 
by John Gillespie Magee, Jr., a pilot 
in World/War II.

It was 6:30 a. m. when Rose, affec- 
tionately called the “Bible woman” 
of Aurora Hill Baptist Church here, 
was dramatically awakened from a 
flu-induced, restless attempt at sleep. 

An awesome, terror-producing rum- 
ble replaced the usual alarm clock 
that usually awakens the petite “‘Bi- 
ble woman.” 

Makjng her way to the window, she 
gazed transfixed at a shock-producing 
scene not 50 feet away. Seven multi- 
storied houses were sliding down the 


—_mnensoon-soaked_slope_of_Aurora—Hill.— 


Rose tried to cry out when she saw 
one family calmly sitting at the break- 
fast table window while the hillside 
came down. But there was no sound. 

Up the hill, Mr. Mendoze had also 
been sleeping restlessly. His house 
was sitting precariously on the hill’s 
steep slope, and he knew that three 
weeks of relentless rainfall had erod- 
ed the earth from around the foun- 
dation. 

Mendoza’s attention, however, was 
rivited upon three youths crying for 


These are the most frequent explana- 
tions. 

The church - led rescue operations 
have provided, however, an oppor- 
tunity for Baptists to proclaim God's 
message in the midst of tragedy 
through acts of compassion. Many are 
more responsive to the message of 
the church because of its involve- 
ment in the relief effort. 

“I have been looking for something 
intellectually tenable to which I may 
sincerely submit myself,” said one 
ruggedly handsome 22-year-old leader 
of a rescue team of 30 men who have

His frail wife, drenched with the 

flood waters, busied herself with car- 
rying soggy belongings to the church 
for later use, gathering survivors into 
the rapidly-filling church building, and 
taking ‘welcomed coffee to the ex- 
panding rescue force. 
_ The strategically localed Aurora 
Hill Church immediately became a 
disaster center, where the believers 
and other volunteers were attempt- 
ing to feed from 100 to 150 rescue 
workers and evacuees. 

Help came from varied sources: 
university youth, city officials, fire- 
men, police, American servicemen, 
concerned neighbors, distraught rela- 
tives. 

Relief operations coordinated by the 
little congregation were complicated 
by continuous torrential rains, cou- 
pled with the total lack of drinking 
water, electricity and emergency 
funds. 

At least one relief workers was in- 
jured. One young rescuer was taken 
to the hospital for a‘ seriously-cut leg, 
injured while he frantically was dig- 
ging to find his father buried iff a sea 
of mud. 

The driver who took the young man 
to the hospital, a Christian, sought to 
tell the injured man and his compan- 
ion of the love of Jesus Christ. Ironi- 
cally, the driver discovered he had 
been in the house of the accompany- 
ing youth on several occasions — a 
house that miraculously had been 
sheared in half, | 
section where the inhabitants were 
sleeping. 

As in any natural tragedy, conver- 
sation in the midst of the church fel-. 
lowship hall packed with soaked and 
tired rescue workers turned often to 
that perplexing question: why? Why 
did 188 inches of rain deluge Baguio 
during July? Why were some spared, 
others killed? 

Among some of the superstitious 
Filipinos, superficial answers came 
easy: the theft of the Santo Nino, a 
small statue of, the child Jesus from 
a Manila church, with the resulting 
angry retribution of God; or the ful- 
fillment of some sects’ prophecies.

The current issue of the Louisiana 
Baptist journal, The Baptist Message, 
carries one of the most comprehensive 
studies of church staff salaries we ever 
have seen. 

It is a report of a study made by a 
special laymen’s committee acting for 


e Louisiana Baptist Convention, and ~ 


is presented in four pages in the pub- 
lication, giving summaries, tables, 
graphs and drawings, all of which are 
used to show just where Southern 
Baptists (in Louisiana) are, in the mat- 
ter of compensation for church staff 
members, and recommending what 
should be done about it. 

Even though space does not allow us 
to publish the complete report, we do 
want to summarize the recommenda- 
tions, which, of course, merely are sug- 
‘gested guidelines for the churches to 
consider. Churches always make the 
final decisions as to what they shall 
pay staff members. The recommenda- 
tions given-are for the pastors. Salar-

considered in relation to these. 

The committee classifies churches 
according to membership and makes 
suggestions: as to what the minimum 
salaries and other compensation should 
be for each size church.

And the evidence that we do 
abide in Christ is that we keep his 
commandments. Jesus kept the com- 
ma ents of the Father, undeniable 
evidence of his abiding in his Father's 
love.| Our obedience confirms our 
love, ‘and our love proves our faith. 
It if*because we are joined to Christ 
by faith and love that we give our- 
selves to doing his work.

initiun of love. He said, ‘‘Love is when 
there’s only one piece of pie left, and 
Mother isn’t hungry.’’ How many 
times have you known that to hap- 
pen? Any sincere parent has known 
the times when his own sleep, food, 
clothes, and other necessities had to 
be put aside because of the need for 
love. 

That is what a pastor has to do also. 
L heard of a fine pastor who had to 
carry an old man to the hospital be- 
cause no one else would. When he had 
returned to his home a call came and 
he had to turn around and go back 
to the hospital. Of course, no one 

made him go but that is the way love 
operates.

Love is unselfish service. Paul was 
always more concern about | others 
than himself. We will never w all 
about the collection for the church in 
Jerusalem. But it seems that Acts 20 
is about the collection and the journey 
and the delivery of the offering. Yet 
the threat of being put into prison did 
not stop him from moving in that di- 
rection. His own people might hate 
him but in his heart there was noth- 
ing but love and yearning for them. 
Therefore, the unselfish service was 
only a demonstration of love. 

The parting message of Acts 20 to 
the church leaders at Ephesus is an 
emotional dialogue. Paul, of course, 
does defend his own character and 
conduct to show that he had done the 
very best of which he was capable. 
This was done ‘only to encourage them 
to be alert to their own responsibility. 
»Because they were on their own, they 


‘would need-to, dolikewise., 
nodn_ the speech --Paul makes ‘certain 


claims. (1). He. claims that he -had 
spoken fearlessly. He had spoken 


God’s message with no aac to 
the fear or favor of men. (2) He had 
lived independently of man’s help. He 
had not only worked for himself but 
for the sake of others — to give gen- 
erously.- (3) He faced the future gal- 
lantly. He knew what was ahead of 
him, but he knew he could face it. 

The scene is filled with the emotion 
of love, that is the feeling that should 
be in every church. When love dies in 
any church, the work of Christ can- 
not do other than fade. The air and 
the atmosphere must be love. 

The theme of the meeting could be 
that “it is more blessed to give than 
to receive.’ This had been one of the 
preserved sayings of Jesus. The ac- 
tion of love brought more attention 
than the words. The life of Paul was 
put on the altar of sacrifice. Willingly, 
Paul bore in his own body the marks 
of the gospel. Possible loss of life did 
not make Paul afraid.

The best way to appreciate light is to contemplate darkness. These two 
polarities, light and darkness, speak volumes in only three syllables. The

French symbolist Artur Rimbaud expressed the extremities in his poem as- 
signing colors to. the vowels. A is black, /noir;_E_ is’ white, 
blanc. “‘A” illustrates the lack of response in a new-born 
infant. ““E” illustrates the reaching out of the infant—for 
light. The first sign of response is thrilling for the parent. 

Genesis tells of the darkness over the earth in the crea- 
tion story. Then God spoke, and there was light. Jesus was 
the Word made flesh and dwelt among us. With Him, came 
light — like the light in Genesis, but greater. Grace and 
truth lie in the revelation of a spiritual world, represented 
to us by the tangible world.
